NASS MEETING DOES GOOD WORK 


MUNICIPAL GAS PROJECT RECEIVES STRONG IMPETUS 
AS RESULT OF THE MEETING OF 
TUESDAY EVENING. 


Tuesday evening’s mass meeting in 
behalf of the municipal gas bonds re¬ 
sulted in further conviction on the part 
of the adherents of the proposition and 
in the conversion of several persons 
previously opposed or on the fence. In 
addition several pronounced opponents 
of the plan were set to thinking along 
new lines and some of them will un¬ 
doubtedly east their votes on the right 
s*de next Wednesday. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Mayor C. W. Jones. He reviewed the 
history of the agitation for gas down 
to the point of the calling of the special 
election to pass on the $30,000 in mu¬ 
nicipal gas bonds. He then called upon 
City Attorney J. A. Madden to preside 
over the meeting. 

Will Not Cause Tax Burden 

The first question aroused in the 
mind of the average citizen by such a 
proposition as municipal gas, said Mr. 
Madden, is regarding the possible in¬ 
fluence on the tax rate. As city as¬ 
sessor Mr. Madden is thoroughly con¬ 
versant with the local tax situation. 
He has been doing some figuring re¬ 
garding the probable increase in valua¬ 
tion due to building, etc., which would 
be subject to the next tax levy. As 
nearly as the thing can be figured out 
in advance, the only possible need for 
a special tax in conection with the gas 
plant will be for interest on the bonds 
during the first year, which will amount 
to $1,500. Should the general levy b» 
insufficient to meet this an additional 
levy of only 10 cents on each $100 val¬ 
uation would be required. For instance 
property assessed at $2,000 would be 
required to pay only $2.00 a year. 

The One Thing Needed 

A. S. Mead was called upon to throw- 
some light on the gas question from 
the standpoint of the real estate man. 
In the first place he said that while it 
was nothing to be ashamed of, he 
wished to correct the assertion some¬ 
times heard that the proposition was 
merely one advanced by the real es¬ 
tate men, presumably for “booming” 
purposes. As a matter of fact the real 
o«tate men w r ere about equally divided 
on the matter when it was first pro¬ 
posed. 

From the standpoint of the pros¬ 
pective home-maker the lack of gas is 
thp objection most frequently advanced 
to Sierra Madre. Strangers almost in¬ 
variably ask, “What do you burn here?” 
And lack of gas is usually a serious 
obstacle in the way of selling or rent¬ 
ing property to people who have used 
gas elsewhere. And what if a gas 
plant does benefit the real estate men? 
It can be only through the sale of 
property, which means more people 
coming to town and makes for the good 
of all alike. 

Our Taxes Not Heavy 

Mayor C. W. Jones took issue with 
the statement sometimes heard that 
Sierra Madre taxes are excessive. To 
show the fallacy of the statement he 
quoted from the official statement of 
the county tax collector, showing the 
rates prevailing in other towns of the 


same class. This showed that almost 
without exception the cities of Los An¬ 
geles county pay higher rates for all 
purposes than Sierra Madre. So that 
should all predictions fail and a small 
levy for the gas bonds become neces¬ 
sary there would be no reason to com¬ 
plain of burdensome taxes. 

A Safe Venture 

The feeling in some quarters that the 
city is venturing into something which 
t is not competent to handle was dealt 
with by N. H. Hosmer. He told of the 
w-ork of the gas committee of the 
Board of Trade in endeavoring to get 
reliable data regarding the gas busi¬ 
ness and regarding the practical work¬ 
ings of municipally owned utilities. He 
read a letter from the city clerk of 
Anaheim showing the success of that 
■ity in operating an electric light and 
power plant. 

Mr. Hosmer paid his respects to some 
of his critics who, by the way, are not 
all noted for their public spirit and 
who can hardly be imagined devoting 
as much time and thought to public 
enterprises without profit, as does Mr. 
Hosmer. Ridiculing the possibility of 
graft in carrying out the municipal gas 
~roject, Mr. Hosmer said he did not 
want a person for a neighbor who w r as 
so small minded as to think there was 
any such motive back of the agitation. 

Showing the safeguards which pro¬ 
ject the city from possible plunder, Mr. 
Hosmer explained that the bonds must 
be issued fn the manner prescribed by 
'aw',, and the contract for construction 
let after due advertising. All accounts 
of the city are an open book so that 
any skeptical persons may satisfy 
‘heniselves regarding the expenditure 
of all money. 

From a Gas Merchant 

For the purpose of giving an idea of 
the real commercial side of the gas 
business Mr. Anderson of Los Angeles 
was called upon and substantiated 
most of the statements made regarding 
the profits made in the gas business. 
Mr. Anderson is largely interested in 
gas enterprises, is a corporation man 
and thoroughly informed of the possi¬ 


bilities of the business. He said he 
had gone over the local situation and 
was convinced that a municipal gas 
plant could be made to pay. 

Mr. Anderson thought $1.25 per 
thousand a safer rate but, in reply to 
a question from Captain Osgood, said 
that with 200 consumers at $1.00 the 
plant could be made to pay a small 
profit. He said the people of Sierra 
Madre have before them a great op¬ 
portunity for a stroke of municipal 
business acumen, one which they would 
not have again if they pass it up now. 
For some private corporation will sure¬ 
ly come in, charge a higher rate and 
probably take the profits out of town. 

Proposed System of Mains 
J. J. Graham was called upon to ex¬ 
plain the proposed distributing system 
for the gas p’ant. He exhibited the 
map drawn by the gas engineers and 
explained the size of the mains to be 
used on the various streets. Several 
questions were asked regarding this 
feature of the plans, all of which were 
answered satisfactorily. 

Mr. Blumer’s Conclusions 
One of the best and most effective 
speeches of the evening was delivered 
by Mr. J. G. Blumer, who reported 
some interesting conclusions reached 
as a result of long study of the munic¬ 
ipal gas business in various cities of 
Great Britain. Instead of being an un¬ 
tried experiment, municipal gas is the 
rule in England, said Mr. Blumer, and 
has been so for many years. It has 
been found that municipal plants can 
be operated cheaper than privately! 
owned plants in England and Mr. 
Blumer returned from his recent trip 
abroad more firmly convinced than 
ever of the soundness of this policy. 

Careful study of the local situation 
has left Mr. Blumer heartily in accord 
with the plan to bond the city for 
$30,000 for a gas plant. While favoring 
the $1.25 rate he felt convinced that the 
plant would be a good investment. 
There is no more conservative citizen 
in Sierra Madre, nor one less given to 
hasty judgments. And Mr. Blumer’s 
declaration that he would cast his vote 
for the gas bonds was greeted with an 
outburst of applause that indicated the 
measure of conviction carried by his 
words to his hearers. 

Bound to Have Gas 
Last in the program was the address 
by Secretary M. H. Bridle. He gave a 
severe jolt to the contentions of those

An abundance of beau¬ 
tiful flowers signified the sorrow felt 
by the many friends of the family. 
Interment was at the Sierra Madre 
cemetery, where a brief service was 
held.

Generally this comes from 
going it blind, with inadequate photo¬ 
graphic knowledge ana equipment. 
But the camera hunter is dead game, 
and his enthusiasm knows no bounds; 
I say this knowing not a few who have 
lad no success woith mentioning, but 
who I know will make good eventually, 
lust because they are literally wrapped 
up in the sport. Whoever seeks to 
photograph the wild animals of the 
wilderness country must make up his 
nind at 4he outset to avoid the places 
which would please him the most. 
He cannot remain on picturesque lakes 
or streams which tempt him to pitch 
his tent and enjoy the scenery or the 
fishing, but steadfastly he must push 
forward until he finds himself away 
from the beaten track, in the regions 
more enjoyed by the animals than gy 
their unwelcome guests.

While not the season’s heaviest rain¬ 
fall for a 24-hour period the storm of 
last Friday broke the record for pre¬ 
cipitation in short period.

There are several reasons why pri¬ 
vate ownership of our gas plant is not 
desirable, as the gas committee of the 
B >ard of Trade has discovered. When 
gas for Sierra Madre was first pro¬ 
posed the effort was made to secure 
enough, local capital to put up the 
plant. But it was quickly seen that 
this would be impossible, so the only 
thing left would be to secure as much 
capital as possible and go outside for 
the balance. 

' j' % ' > 

A firm of gas plant construction con¬ 
tractors offered to put up a plant for 
two-thirds cash and balance in bonds, 
discounted fifteen per cent. Another 
engineer offered to organize a gas 
company and secure sixty-five per 
cent of the capital if part of the thirty- 
five per cent was taken in Sierra 
Madre, and the balance paid him in 
bonds of the proposed company. In 
either of these cases the bonds would 
practically be “shaved” or discounted 
fifteen per cent, because a price would 
be set pn tbfi, planjl at. least that much 
more than the plant could be dupli¬ 
cated for if paid for in cash. 

After a plant had been put up under 
such circumstances and gas was sup¬ 
plied to consumers at from $1.25 to 
$1.50 per 1,000 cubic feat, all of.the 


profits elsewhere. The alternative 
}_pen to the gas committee was to pro¬ 
pose to the City Trustees that the City 
>f .Sierra Madre erect its own gas 
plant, and in response to that proposi¬ 
tion and being convinced of the wis¬ 
dom of the. move,..an ordinance of in¬ 
dention was passed and a call for an, 
election was issued to vote bonds for 
a city gas plant. 

WHY YOU SHOULD VOTE FOR 
THE BOND ISSUE 

The bondable ability of our city is 
$140,000. Under these circumstances 
city bonds for $30,000 will probably 
bring a.premium, if these bonds are 
voted .the pity will advertise for bids 
for the erection of the plant and in 
general competition will secure the 
most favorable terms, especially as it 
will be.a cash transaction so far as 
the construction contract is concerned. 
Thus, at the very start a better plant 
will be put in for the same amount of 
money. 

After the plant is in operation what 
will occur? All purchases will be 
made and all goods ordered in Sierra 
Madre. These transactions being car¬ 
ried on here will increase the business 
of our local post office, bank, tele¬ 
phone company and dealers in what¬ 
ever commodities can be purchased 
here. 

COST OF 6AS VERY LOW 

The cost of gas to consumers will be 
less than under private ownership be¬ 
cause there will be rid taxes to pay on 
the 1 plaht 1 ,’ no bad bills, no legal ex¬ 
penses’ • such 1 as private- companies al¬ 
ways Have to pay, and no political 
funds raised to “do politics” with. 

In addition to the benefits of lowe^ 
costs, the candle powet 1 and heating 
quality of the gas furnished will be 
greater under municipal ownership 
because the consumers will Have it 
within their power to regulate these

Corporation m'Ofi arid papers are 
fond of hugging a popular delusion 
that people united in a city or state 
cannot do business as. cheaply or as 
well as the same •.people united in a 
private corporation or.stock company. 
But those cold-blooded things called 
statistics prqve the reverse, for United 


What 
of that? The board of directors of a 
steamship company may not be prac¬ 
tical navigators or engineers or deck 
hands but still they dq. the business of 
the company by employing competent 
men to do those things for them, while 
they build the ships, get the -trade and 
finance the company. And . so city 
councils - can employ men who know 
how to do the practical work of the 
gas business while the city authorities 
build the plant, get the trade and fur¬ 
nish the capital.- ; r W< 

Another delusion is that municipal 
gas plants are gn untried experiment. 
The facts are just the reverse. They 
are a very successful, established in% 
stitution in sixteen cities in the United 
States, which own and operate their, 
plants at a profit arid at less expense 
to.,consumers..They give in most in¬ 
stances better gas in candle power and 
heat units, as they do'not dilute theiri 
gas in order to make meters rum 
faster arid pay. larger dividends a|
